10.  Mining  industries — Machinery  and  products. 

Each  of  these  groups  is  divided  into  classes,  accord- 
ing to  the  system  of  general  clas.sification  annexed  to 
these  regulations  (Appendix).  This  Appendix  in- 
cludes for  each  class  a summary  enumeration  of  the 
objects  which  it  will  comprise. 

21.  A limited  quantity  of  steam  and  water  power 
will  be  supplied  gratuitousl3'.  The  quantity  of  each 
will  bo  settled  definitely  at  the  time  of  the  allotment 
of  space.  The  Commissioners  desire  to  encourage  the 
display  of  machinery  in  motion,  and  they  will  en- 
deavour to  provide  adequate  power  to  meet  all  reason- 
able demands.  Any  power  required  by  the  exhibitor 
in  excess  of  that  allowed,  will  be  furnished  b3’  the 
Commission  at  a moderate  price  Demands  for  such 
excess  of  power  must  be  settled  prior  to  the  31st  of 
August,  1880.
